“Onward, ‘Christian' Soldiers”

And Now, The Conewango 


When they b ela ted ly turned o v er a few 
sp ad esfu l 
of 
dirt 
up r iv e r fro m W arren 
Saturday afternoon, attended by d ig n ita ries 
fro m W ashington and H arrisb u rg, we had 
tangib le evid en ce that a m ajor contribution 
to control of the A llegh en y r iv e r w a ters in 
th is a rea w as rapidly approaching the statu s 
of a fait acco m p li, 
The m any e ffe c ts and 
b en efits of the dam we have been d isc u ssin g 
for twenty y e a r s , and of p rim e im portance 
am ong them is the reduction of flood w a ters. 
You can’t practically turn off 
---------------------------------------— 
the stream twelve miles above a 
community and not reduce its flow 
to a large degree. Thus we are 
bound to have less water at crit­ 
ical moments. 
But the natives along the banks 
of the Conewango creek also have 
their problems, and we should 
be doing what we can to encourage 
the adoption of plans already pro­ 
posed, or the development of new 
ones. 
Perhaps we should not 
sympathize with those who build 
valuable cottages and even homes 
in areas that are obviously sub­ 
ject to floods, but here is a 
stream that can have great value 
to us if its banks are made safe 
for the many who would like to 
use the water for a variety of 
purposes, ranging from the aes­ 
thetic view to the commercial. 
The Conewango creek has not 
caused our river floods as some 
have claimed, but any s t r e a m 
which adds w a t e r s to the Al­ 
legheny certainly is not helping 
to lower the flood level. 
We 
have seen the Allegheny river 
falling immediately after a flood 
crest had been reached while 
the creek was still rising. And 
we have seen the creek over the 
Beaty field banks while the river 
was flowing peacefully by. 
The creek lacks natural char­ 
acter for water containment. It 
does not have the forests of the 
river valleys and it has much 
open land, many acres of which 
are used for farming. Its muddy 
color when the water is high 
reveals the loss of valuable top­ 
soil which is being wa shed off the 
plowed and cultivated land. 


Two Answers 


There are two very obvious 
answers, and we are sure that 
others will materialize as soon 
as the subject becomes full blown. 
The creek already has a reser­ 
voir, Lake Chautauqua. Thelake 
during critical periods reaches 
high levels that require the re ­ 
lease of water to protect the 
property on its shores. 
This 
always happens* when the creek 
already is swollen and the re­ 
sult is obvious. 
Engineers have proposed an 
overflow into Lake Erie. They 
say there is a natural gully lead­ 
ing to the lake which can be used. 
We have some doubts about this 
because of the usual development 
that takes place when valleys are 
not used, and there could be ad­ 
verse effects on highways, rail­ 
roads and other properties. 


Conewango creek also could be 
dredged and the banks built up at 
many points. 
This can be ex­ 
pensive and requires continual 
dredging down through the years, 
but it is an accepted means of 
protecting neighboring property 
on small streams and many such 
projects can be found on water­ 
ways of northwestern Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
We admit that the true worth 
of these projects now is difficult 
to measure. Once the Allegheny 
river dam is finished we can 
estimate th e losses resulting 
from high creek waters and the 
potential dollar value of its de­ 
velopment. 
You cannot expect government 
appropriations for any project 
unless you can show that over a 
specified period of years the 
savings or earnings, or both, 
will compensate us sufficiently 
to justify the investment. 
In the case of the dam, for 
example, engineers use a yard­ 
stick of fifty years to determine 
its value. If it can save and earn 
enough money in that period to 
cover the investment, it is worth­ 
while. 
Dredging, dyking, and lake con­ 
trol might have a shorter period 
in which to earn their keep. What 
they would be worth in dollars 
and how much they would cost 
we do not know. 
We suggest 
that the problem is worth a 
study and the facts should be 
known. We then can determine 
whether or not the investment 
is a wise one. 
However, there is little doubt 
that water could be drained off 
by conduits which could be laid 
underground part of the way and 
could involve pumps where re­ 
quired. 
The fall may be suf­ 
ficient to develop electric power, 
and the conduits could be similar 
to those used within dams for 
power purposes. 
We are convinced that the creek 
has great value if it is protected 
from floods and if the water is 
made inviting to the variety of 
purposes for which it might be 
used. What it would cost to pro­ 
vide the protection and the con­ 
trol we do not know, but we think 
we should. 
And all those in­ 
terested in a r e a development 
should be insisting on prelimi­ 
nary action 
to ascertain the 
course to follow. 


The Editor Notes . . . 


AMONG THE MISSING 
We had planned to leave the 
ground-breaking ceremonies at 
the Allegheny dam site alone, but 
there are aspects of it that move 
us too far for silence. 
We un­ 
derstand that Congressman Gavin 
was absent because of illness, 
and if so this may have been 
a providential twist of fate. 
It 
is even possible that his con­ 
science wouldn’t let him par­ 
ticipate. 
However, the speakers filled 
the void by extolling the Con­ 
gressman and his part in ob­ 
taining the funds for this project. 
This we could let go, because it 
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is the normal process of public 
events, but to mouth this kind 
of blarney two and a half weeks 
before election moves us off 
our fence and squarely atop a 
high stump. 
Congressman Gavin was not 
a leader in this effort to obtain 
the dam. He followed obediently 
where the big powers led, and 
failed to turn his hand until nature 
took a radical turn and the en­ 
lightened populace demanded ac­ 
tion. 
The cure had been sitting there 
for years, but a few influential 
residents were strongly opposed. 
Congressman Gavin, if he had 
been really informed, and had 
been truly concerned about lives 
and property, should have been 
informing the public and leading 
the fight for a practical solu­ 
tion. 
But Congressman Gavin was 
going to the other extreme. 
In 
fact, standing in the Warren coun­ 
ty court house he stated that 
such a dam should not be allowed 
to block a large inland river. And 
he had a few other words to say 
against it. 
Then came the flood of 1956 
and another meeting at the court 
house. Again the Congressman 
was speaking. 
This time to an 
angry gathering of people with wet 
homes and industrial plants. He 
suddenly was their champion in 
shining armor, fully equipped 
with aquatic accoutrements. 
Yes, he has been working for 
the dam during these four years 
of pressure from many interested 
groups. 
And we thank him for 
that. 
But let’s not forget in 
the midst of a political campaign 
that this man is not a leader. 
We need leaders in Washington 
today, men with vision and the 
courage to take unpopular stands. 
Congressman Gavin does not 
fit that stature.

In Duluth, however, it is dif­ 
ferent. When asked if Sen. Ken­ 
nedy’ s religious faith troubled 
her at all, smiling Mrs. Ame­ 
son suddenly looked grim, and 
all but snapped out her answer: 
“ Not one biti” 
The two men 
quoted reacted in the same man­ 
ner, and so did a great many 
more Duluth people like them. 
There is nothing mysterious, 
either, in this quite marked dif­ 
ference 
of 
reaction 
between 
otherwise similar voters in Du­ 
luth and the Twi\Cities. 
Duluth has suffered far more 
from the current business slow­ 
down than the Twin Cities have 
suffered, at least as yet. Pro­ 
duction on the iron range is 
down. 
S t e e l 
output is down, 
Great Lakes shipping is down. 
Economic issues therefore pre­ 
dominate here, even though Du­ 
luth people, like people every­ 
where else in the country, say 
the first and biggest national 
problem is keeping the peace. 
In particular, economic issues 
have very largely overshadowed 
General Electric 
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the so-called religious issue, at 
least in the lower income brack­ 
ets of the electorate. The result 
has been a surge towards the 
Democrats by the people in these 
brackets. And this may well be 
strong enough to produce a fairly 
dramatic vote in Duluth on Elec­ 
tion Day. 
This is the conclusion that 
emerged, at any rate, from a 
long day of pavement pounding 
and doorbell ringing by Bob O’­ 
Keefe and Dick Jacobs, of “ The 
Duluth Herald” and “ News-Trib- 
une,” and this reporter. 
We 
talked to ninety-six Duluth people 
in all, mainly in the 18th and 19th 
precincts, with a foray into the 
suburban 2nd precinct to balance 
our findings. All three precincts, 
it should be noted, gave majori­ 
ties to President Eisenhower in 
1956. 
In the prosperous 2nd Pre­ 
cinct, the houses remind you of 
an ideal homes exhibition. Even 
there, we found that Vice Presi­ 
dent Nixon was not doing as well 
this year as the President had 
done four years ago. 


Of the twenty-six people we 
interviewed there, 18 had voted 
for Eisenhower, only 5 had voted 
for Adlai Stevenson, and 3 had 
not voted in the last election. 
Today, 14 were backing Nixon, 
7 plumped for Kennedy, and the 
remainder were still undecided. 
In this precinct, moreover, ex­ 
pressions of religious feeling 
were relatively rare, and Ken­ 
nedy was really swamping Nix­ 
on. Economics had transformed 
a slight Eisenhower lead into a 
commanding Kennedy majority. 
To be specific, we talked to no 
less than seventy voters in these 
two neighboring precincts. 
Of 
these people, 
30 had chosen 
Eisenhower, 29 had chosen Stev­ 
enson, and ll had not voted in 
1956. 
Today, the same people 
gave 37 votes to Kennedy and 
only 21 to Nixon, with 12 un­ 
decided. In sum, the shift towards 
the Democrats is very strong 
indeed. 
In Duluth as a whole, and in 
Minnesota’s iron range, the shift 
should be vastly stronger than in 
the 18th and 19th precincts. This 
neighborhood is mo re prosperous 
and more Republican than the 
Duluth-iron range average. Par­ 
tisan solidification, when it oc­ 
curs at all, always goes furthest 
in places where the party already 
predominates. Thus the Republic 
can m i n o r i t i e s in Duluth’s 
naturally Democratic districts, 
which were substantial in 1956, 
may all but vanish in 1960. 


Up here, in sum, you have a 
situation like the situation at the 
close of the West Virginia pri­ 
mary. 
The people have more 
serious — and more painful — 
things to think about than Sen. 
Kennedy’s church. 
And their 
thinking about these things has 
led a great many of them to 
choose Sen. Kennedy despite his 
church.

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v j Democrats 
Vote?

LOS ANGELES. — The great­ 
est question mark in this whole 
election campaign is whether 
registered Democrats will vote 
Democratic on November 8. 
If 
they do then Sen. John F. Kennedy 
will be elected by a large ma­ 
jority of electoral votes, since in 
almost every state the Demo­ 
crats have enrolled majorities 
that exceed the Republicans. 
This is dramatized here in 
California where with an inten­ 
sive new registration drive the 
Democrats have maintained their 
three-to-two lead over the Re­ 
publicans. 
The totals show 4, 
295,33Q Democrats and 2,926,408 
Republicans. 
Democratic leaders are say­ 
ing both in private and in public 
that they will carry this state. 
They have become increasingly 
optimistic during the past week. 
Republicans are more cautious, 
insisting that while Vice-Presi­ 
dent Richard M. Nixon may have 
a slight lead today the race is 
extremely close and it could go 
either way. The California odds, 
in the view of this observer, do 
seem to favor the Kennedy-John­ 
son ticket because of the very 
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nature of the campaign not only 
here but throughout the country. 
Republican hopes are based on 
the belief that Democratic regis­ 
tration means comparatively 
little and that, as in 1952 and *56, 
enough 
registered Democrats 
will vote for the Republican can­ 
didate. Democrats are convinced 
that party choice in registration 
is significant, particularly with 
new voters who favor the pro­ 
grams the Democrats stand for 
and which Senator Kennedy advo­ 
cates in his speeches. 
If the Democrats are right and 
this is a test of party, then the 
election becomes, quite apart 
from its meaning for the world 
and America* s position as a world 
leader, the supreme — perhaps 
the ultimate — challenge to the 
Republicans. 
For a Republican, 
running as a party man, has not 
won a Presidential election since 
1928 when Herbert Hoover de­ 
feated Al Smith. And during that 
32-year interval the Republicans 
have controlled the Congress for 
only six years and then by slight 
majorities. 
Prior to 1952 President Eisen­ 
hower had no party affiliation. 
He was wooed by both the Demo­ 
crats and the Republicans, finally 
accepting the embrace of the 
latter. 
But as a national hero 
he has always, tended to take a 
position above partisan politics. 
It is in this role, as a warm­ 
hearted paterfamilias, that at the 
height of the present campaign 
he is making his current leisure­ 
ly “ nonpolitical** tour of the 
country. 
Except occasionally to 
give them his blessing, the Pres­ 
ident has done little or nothing to 
reshape and rebuild the party he 
belatedly chose. In short, he has 
been a nonpolitical President. 
In the current contest certainly 
Nixon is no Eisenhower nor is 
Kennedy a Roosevelt. That is to 
say, the choice is not between a 
powerful and popular personality 
and a party man marching under 
the party banner. 
It is neither 
1936, when Franklin Roosevelt 
was running against Alfred M. 
Landon, nor 1956 when President 
Eisenhower was running for re- 
election against the challenge of 
Adlai Stevenson. 
Nationwide the Gallup poll 
gives the Democrats an edge of 
19,OOO,OCK) voters over the Re­ 
publicans, based on a calculation 
of total registration. 
In states 
such as Pennsylvania and Dela­ 
ware, where the Republicans have 
always led, the Democrats now 
have majorities. 
In Michigan, 
where registration has increased 
19 percent from the total of last 
April, most of the increase has 
come in Detroit and other indus­ 
trial areas that are heavily Dem­ 
ocratic. 
The Democrats have 34 of the 
50 state governors and most of 
the mayors of the big cities. 
These are hard political facts 
that can, and in most instances 
do, add up to patronage and or­ 
ganization. 
In a contest along 
party lines this could be the de­ 
ciding factor. 
But there are important quali- 
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fers. 
First and foremost is the 
religious question. 
In certain 
cities, notably here in Los An­ 
geles, it could work against Ken­ 
nedy. 
A flood of anti-Catholic 
literature is being released a- 
cross the country, timed for the 
last two weeks of the campaign. 
And a generous share is allo­ 
cated 
to 
southern California 
where, with an influx of South­ 
erners and Midwesterners, this 
appeal to prejudice may find a 
response which it would not have 
in the East. 
In some areas the Nixon or­ 
ganization, as apart from the 
regular Republican organization, 
is working harder and more ef­ 
fectively where the voters live 
than the Democratic organiza­ 
tions. 
Democrats will say pri­ 
vately that this is true in south­ 
ern California where the Nixon 
workers are doing a thorough and 
tireless job at the precinct level. 
Still another qualifier concerns 
the continuing unhappiness and 
reluctance of the devoted Steven- 
sonites. 
They will virtually all 
vote for Kennedy in the end. But 
they are not doing the doorbell 
ringing and the telephoning of 
past years. 
Kennedy is coming back here 
for the first two days in Novem­ 
ber, Nixon is now scheduled for 
Nov. 3, 4 and 5. 
The Republi­ 
cans will pour big money into a 
massive TV-radio coverage in 
the last IO days. What happened 
in November of 1916 when a few 
thousand votes trickling in from 
California's northern counties 
decided the Presidency haunts the 
dreams of both the candidates.

AN AD REFUSED 
It is difficult for the news­ 
papers to play policeman in re ­ 
spect to advertising that is offer­ 
ed them for publication. Though 
most publishers do not wish to 
carry appeals that will prove 
costly to their readers, how are 
they to know what drugs, foods, 
and other products are not all 
that is claimed for them? 
If a merchant has a legitimate 
product to sell he certainly has a 
right to announce the fact. For 
this reason we have a Buyers 
column. 
We hope to counteract 
many claim s thus made, and we 
wish to warn the reader against 
dangers. 
From there it is up to 
him. 
However, occasionally we can 
spot a suspicious sales pitch* 
such as the one which flooded 
the state's papers last week. A 
page ad advertising a weight- 
reducer was received by most 
of the papers. 


The O b s e r v e r ’s advertising 
department immediately called 
the medical profession in an ef­ 
fort to learn if it was a legiti­ 
mate product. 
We learned no­ 
thing. 
We then stalled for two 
days hoping we could uncover 
some facts. 
Waiting paid off. The Pennsyl­ 
vania Newspaper Association no­ 
tified all members that the only 
address that could be located for 
this advertiser was a telephone 
call service. 
And the chamber 
of commerce in the home town 
of the advertiser never had heard 
of the company or the product. 
For that reason on the pages of 
the O bserver you have not read 
about a powder which you pour

It is possible, probably, to 
please all of the people some of 
the time and some of the people 
all of the time, but never, never, 
NEVER all of the people all of 
the time in an election year. 
Granted the above premise, 
still and all, the Presidential 
election year of 1960 will surely 
go down in history as the one 
distinguished by the highest per­ 
centage of malcontents amojgthe 
voters. 
A careful study of the polls, 
from Gallup to breakfast, indi­ 
cates that the American voter 
believes that on Nov. 8, he faces 
Hobson's choice and wants none 
of it. 
The most common and wide­ 
spread reaction to the pollsters' 
query re the voter's Presidential 
choice is, and I quote: " 
"I don't like either guy and 
I'm gonna sit this one out. I'm 
not gonna waste my time votin." 
There is every indication that 
the Presidential election of 1960 
may go down in history as The 
Great Wallflower Election, with 
everyone sitting it out, no one 
wanting to waltz either candidate 
and the band playing "Take Me 
Out 
to 
the 
Ball 
Game" 
or 
"They're All Out of Step But 
Me". 
Polls and pollsters have multi­ 
plied like rabbits since 1932 when 
the tottering old "Literary Di­ 
gest," may it rest in peace, fol­ 
lowed down the drain its stubborn 
and unfaltering poll that predicted 
right up to election day that Her­ 
bert Hoover would murder F. D. 
Roosevelt. (I have often suspect­ 
ed that the late "Literary Digest" 
tossed into the wastebasket all 
ballots like mine that suggested 
F.D.R. had an outside chance.) 
In 1960 I am particularly im­ 
pressed by the newspapers that 
have sent out their own individual 
pollsters to cross the country by 
foot, bus and pogo stick. These 
lads 
may not cross-question 
many voters but, by golly, loom- 
can deny they are turning up some 
characters who are dillies. 
But the polls, whether profes­ 
sional or parochial, all indicate 
that what the Democrats and the 
Republicans are running is an 
Unpopularity Contest. There are 
days when I get the impression 
that only two small groups are 


going to turn up at the polls on 
Nov. 8: 
the Kennedys and Mrs. 
Nixon and Checkers. 


During the past four Presi­ 
dential elections, it was loudly 
acclaimed that citizens of the 
United States go to the polls 
not to vote FOR but to vote 
AGAINST a party and a candi­ 
date. 
But the election of '60 
is unique in that the electorate 
is hedging all bets by being 
against not one but both candi­ 
dates, according to the polls. 
Two for the price of one, as 
'twere. 


The polls have turned up a lot 
of dreamers, too, who rearrange 
the tickets nearer to their hearts' 
desire. 
That's America, that's 
unreconstructed 
idealism 
for 
you! 
There are the Democrats 
who say they'd go to the polls 
if only L.B.J. headed the ticket 
and Jack were in the second slot. 
And there are wistful Republi­ 
cans who could vote on Nov. 8 
if only Hank were No. I and Dick 
continued as Vice-President. 


Then there are the rugged 
individualists who are going to 
sit on their hands on Election 
Day because they can't have a 
Lodge-Johnson 
ticket, or the 
equally hearty dissidents who 
are going fishing because the 
ticket 
doesn't 
read 
Johnson- 
Lodge. 


The pollsters have turned up 
still another furious category of 
shut-ins come Nov. 8. They're 
jes* gonna set and rock on Elec­ 
tion Day because neither party 
had the sense to give the voters 
a ticket headed by Sen. Barry 
Coldwater and seconded by Sen. 
Harry Byrd. 


Another 
equally 
vociferous 
group believes it has been cheat­ 
ed of polit cal salvation by the 
lack of a ticket headed by Sena­ 
tor Byrd with Senator Coldwater 
as his running mate.

plants using native wood, includ­ 
ing plants at Lewisburg, Union 
City, Bethlehem, Youngsville, 
Red Lion, New Bethlehem and 
Alden Ville. 
“ The asphalt roofing shingles 
which protect you and your home 
from storm damage possibly have 
a base of wood fibre produced 
at plants at Erie or Sunbury. 
When riding in your car, it is 
probable you will be using rayon 
tire cords processed on textile 
m i l l bobbins produced in Wells­ 
boro f rom Pennsylvania hard 
maple trees. Many of the clothes 
you wear, too, depended upon the 
same bobbins for some manu­ 
facturing processes. 
“ Lumber for furniture and a 
wide variety of other uses is 
the principal product of more than 
1,500 s a w m i l l s s c a t t e r e d 
throughout Pennsylvania. Some 
of the larger ones are located 
at Galeton, Endeavor, Titusville, 
Hopwood and Sheffield. Many of 
the sawmills also produce rail­ 
road crossties and mine timbers. 
Wooden pallets for the shipping 
and handling of thousands of items 
are also a major product of Penn­ 
sylvania sawmills. 
"When it is time for recreation, 
you’ll probably use a product of 
Penn’s Woods. 
“ Baseball? The bat you used 
probably started out in life as an 
ash tree on a Pennsylvania hill­ 
side, and was turned into the 
rough shape of a ball bat at 
plants in Ralston, Troy, Akeley, 
Tidioute, Strattonville o r Me- 
chanicburg Going boating? You 
may use oars from a factory in 
Albion which also turns out hock­ 
ey sticks among other products. 
Sledding? 
A plant in Duncannon 
m a k e s sleds of Pennsylvania 
woods. Bowling? Plants in Corry 
and Galeton start out the process 
of turning hard maple logs into 
bowling pins and shoe lasts. 
"And if you are going to have 
a picnic^ you will possibly use 
charcoal made in Morris, Mar- 
vindale, Sergeant, Port Alleghe­ 
ny, Custer City or Brookville. 
"Perhaps gardening is your 
favorite pastime. 
The handles 
of the tools you use, like the 
baseball bats, quite possibly be­ 
gan 
life in Pennsylvania ash 
trees. 
Plants roughing out tool 
handles are located at Galeton, 
Monroeton, Kane, White Mills, 
Union City and Coopersburg. 
"A comparatively new Penn­ 
sylvania forest industry is the 
manufacturing of particle board 
from various types of wood, in­ 
cluding residues. 
Such plants 
are at Tyrone, Scottdale and 
Eldred. 
"Plants helping to turn white 
oak trees into barrels are at 
Waynesburg, Graysville, B r a d ­ 
dock, Kittanning and Evans City, 
while plants at York and Glen 
Rock produce furniture veneers. 
"Among the unusual are the 
plant in West Chester which still

gun is “ off safe". 
Remember 
those two warnings and you will 
stand a very good chance of 
coming back to your family with 
all of your limbs and your life. 
A million gunmen will be in 
the woods and fields of Penn­ 
sylvania within 
the next few 
weeks. Considering the number 
the sport can be qualified as a 
safe one. 
Last year 513 people 
were injured, 18 of them with 
arrows. 
Seventeen people were killed. 
That may not be a high percent­ 
age, but it means that seventeen 
who started out for a good time 
a year ago are not here for the 
same pleasure this season. 
Of those injured or killed, 
109 
were shot by their own 
weapons. 
Which takes us back 
to our suggestion that no gun 
even should be pointed at any­ 
thing you do not intend to shoot, 
even if it “ isn’t loaded" or is 
“ on safe". 
Most of the 513 accidents were 
due to carelessness including the 
two types we have mentioned. 
Obviously the vast majority were 
not due to these, but were caused 
by other hunters. 
Here again it is carelessness 
that is to blame. 
We cannot 
understand why anyone shoots at 
a target it they cannot plainly see 
the animal. Obviously they cannot 
in too many cases. 
Is it worth a human life to be 
sure you “ get" something that is 
moving in the bushes or grass? 
Is a bit of meat or a trophy 
that important to you? 
Don’t 
point any weapon if you do not 
intend to shoot, and don't shoot 
unless you can clearly see what 
your target is-
